Tnese 
remarks in regard to the cattle industry ep- 
ply with equal force to every other. uno 
country in the world are better investments 
for capital offering in legitimate and pro- 
ductive enterprises. The great need of the 
North-West is capital for its development, 
but eastern men prefer tc sink their mones 
in wild cat stocks and crazy speculation at 
home to emploving it in the development of 
“oycabeage industries in the North-West, Or 

f they do invest in the North-West it is in 
euch a way —by holding tinibor limits, min 
eral claims, grazing leases, or farming lauds 
closed from actual use—that their money is 
& curse instead of a benetit. 


Tux action of the Indian department in 
witholding treaty money from the children 
of parents who had renounced the treaty ans 
taken scrip as half-beeeds may be justifiable 
but is scarce'y commendable. No doubta 
mistake was made in the first instance in al: 
lowiny half breeds and thuir families to class 
themselves as Indians for the sake of the 
treaty money to be received; but at the tine 
of the first payments nice distinctions were 
neither practicable nor advisay eo, Once the 
mistake was made it was advisable that it 
should be rectified as far as vossible on the 
first Opportumity and these parties induced 
to give up thedependent mode of living al- 
most forced upon them under the treats 
with the least possible amount of ill-feeli: » 
being engendered. Such an opportunity oc- 
curred when the issue of serip was made For 
the sake of securing alump sum such as the 
kalo of scrip would bring, a large aumber of 
heads of fainilies wave up theie treaty ri shts 
never supposing that their action would af 
fect theiv families, That while they contd 
giveup the treaty, move off tholr reserves 
end acquire land of their own they could stil! 
draw the 85 a piece allowed by thy treaty for 
their chiidren, waich would be quite an item 
towards their support. They fund, however, 
by this decision of the department that thes 
have not onty lost their own 85 a year, but 
also from $25 to 850 a year besides for the 
sake of a lump emmn of perhaps ¥60, $75, or 
2125, The natural resu't will be that others 
still receiving treaty money wil! remain as 
Tndians rather than make so poor a specula 
tion as their taking scrip would be in view of 
this devision, While, if the children were al- 
lowed treaty money after the parents had re- 
ovived scrip and left the reserve half the re 
serves in this region would be almost depo 
pposloted and the prevent residents be rustling 
or a living for themaclvesand their ehildren 
instead of depending entirely upon the gov 
ernment. It istrue that the children of half 
breads cannot be Indians but it is also true un- 
they are allowed to consider theusely os 
assuch for treaty purposes they will feel that 
another breach of faith has been made with 
themand the government and the country 
will lose infinitely more tian it will gain. 


THE MINISTER'S VISIT. 
The minister of the interior has returned 
east after his long tour in the North-West, 
and it now remains to be seen what the prac- 
tical result will be. While on his travels all 
that he could do was to give good words to 
those he met, and this he did, but now that 
he is in Ottawa something more than words 
will be looked for. 

In many respects nothing could be better 
than the way in which he acted and spoke 
inthe Norvuh-West. He left party politics 
behind ; he assumed no dignity, except that 
of a man who desired to benefit his country 
and countrymen; he sought information 
wherever he went and was best pleased when 
he came most closely in contact with those 
who had experienced what he desired to hear 
of ; he spoke his mind freely as a man to 
men, notas a Czar to his subjects as has 
been the fashion in his department; and in 
almost every instance agreed most cordially 
with the views of the people on the matters 
brought before his notice. Almost every 
word he uttered was @ condemnation of the 
policy heretofore pursued by the govern- 
went, but this he did fot’ feel ealled upon 
either to apologize for or allude to. If one 
thing was nade more clear by his ucterances 
than another it was that he was in favor ofa 
new policy being inaugurated throughout to 
be based on the requireu.ents of the settler 
and the welfare of the country. The only 
point upon which objection can be taken to 
Mr. White's utterances is that they are not 
positive enough. Hedces not say: “I am 
the official responsible to the people of ( ana- 
da for the good government of the North. 
West, and I will either see that my ideas, 
formed ou what I have seen and heard anc 
know shall be carricd out or I will cvase co 
hold tue position.” He says: “IT have re 
ceived information which leads me to believe 
that a certain course is right, and will pre:e 
upon iny colleagues the advisability of taking 
that course ; but if they refuse to doso I can- 
not help it, I will not sacrifice my position 
or my party allegiance to my convictions.” 
li it were ata'l likely that the goveinment 
were in the same mood on North-West mat- 
tors that they have been for the past years 
there would be little hope from such utter- 
anees of the minister, His announcement 
tnat he would uot force his opinions upon his 
colleagues would be simply saying that he 
could and would do nothing. But under the 
present circumstancesthe meaning isaltered., 
Che fact that 4 man who declares himself to 
woas subservient as Mr. White hag done, 
sfter having been appointed to the position 
of responsible minister should announce all 
over the country views contrary to the for. 
wer policy of the government and condemn 
ing it at every point shows, if it shows any- 
thing, not that he isto have the task of re- 
versing the povernment policy by his owa 
personal strength, but that the government 
has—for reasons that necd not here be 8pe- 
vifie |— come to the conclusion thet a change 
of policy must be made, and that Mr. Whit« 
has ben commissioned to find out just what 
change would be most suitable and to take 
action accordingly, So that while Mr. White 
declares that he will submit to the will of the 
cabinet it isa foregone conclusion that the 
will of the cabinet on these matters will be 
whatever he desires, and the people of the 
yorth-West may (ase asmuch heart from his 
utterances as though they were madein more 
positive terms, Tndeed whether such an un- 
dersauding iste Or nottue fact that Mr. 
White has pursued (he course he has and 
valid whet he las will compel his Colleagues 
to come to his views whether they approve 
of them or not, or else stand convicted of 
jbaving appelnted @ commissioner from 
/auong thelr unuber to investicate certain 
| matters and then refused to act on his ro- 
| port. Which is probably a little furthor than 
eveu Our present government would care to 
| wo w.th a general eleation looming up inthe 

near fucure. 
| The minister does not say that everything 
that has been asked will be granted and at 
once.

THAT RAY CASE. 
The minister of the interiorspeaking at Qu- 
lie lately alluded thue te the hay case of 

he Edmonton & Saskatchewan Land Com- 

pery, ve. A. McLean, tried in August Inst be- 
ore Major Griecebach at Ft, Saskatchewan : 


Iam aware that some colonization com- 
panies—I think they are exeeptional however 
have been in the habit of not only charging 
settlers for the hay, but of having scttlers 
Brought up and fined for cutting hay. 1 do 
not gay that acase of that kind oceurred in 
thie neighborhood, but in a remoter part of 
the Territories. I got information from a 
settler thatone of those companies prosecut- 
ed him because he had got some hay of an 
odd section and they had fined him $20 and 
costs. The wan felt very indignant, and his 
indignation I would have sharedin if I had 
been the settler tnvself instead of the man 
who was 60. IL caused the manayer to be re- 
minded that that company owed the govern- 
ment 260,000, that they hadn't the land yet, 
and tne least they could do was not to ob- 
struct the settlers in the reasonable pursuit 
of their work ; but that they might at least, 
recognizing the fact that they owed the gov- 
ernment such a large sun of money, be less 
exacting to those who only owed them a lit- 
tle money. Thatis what I did; and IT have 
great doubt as to whether tne colonization 
company had any jurisdictien ever the odd 
sections atall. As soon as they get their 
Hyped they own the land; but as long as it 
s crown land I do not think they have any 
right whatever to sell hay ot fine people for 
taking Kay, or in fact do anything like exer- 
cise any act of proprietorship over any land 
that does not belong tethem. * = * In 
fact, a colonization company if they proper- 
ly understand their work will do all they can 
not to obstruct the settler but to make his 
Jot as happy as it possibly can be in connec- 
tion with the territory it is interested in— 
to have as many settlers as possible if they 
are not very foolish indeed. With that view 
their business will be not to obstruct the set- 
tler or interfere with him,but give him every 
advantage in regard to hissettleent among 
them in relation to these odd sections.

TRANGE, Very strange. Whenever the To- 
ronto News advocates the democratic as op- 
posed to the responsibie system of govern- 
ment for Canada, it is at once taunted with 
having Yankee sympathies and being there- 
fore disloyal. Whenever it is asserted that 
on account of misgovernment large numbers 
of eastern Canadians emigrate to the states 
instead of to the North-West every year the 
same chargo is laid against those making the 
assertion, But when any government organ 
or supporter feels called upon to speak on 
the question of parliamentary representation 
for the North-West the fact that the territo- 
ries of the United States are not accorded 
full congressional representation is in all 
cases held to be a good and gutficient reason 
why the granting of such representation to 
the North-West should havo been so long 
deferred and only considered asa favor wien 
granted. 


At the recent meeting of the Portage la 
Prairic‘agricultural society, the question of 
the advisability of sowing all red fyfe wheat 
was discussed and the majority were inclined 
to the idea that to depend entirely on red fyfe 
Wheat was a mistake as it was later in ripen- 
ing than some other varieties and therefore 
ran more risk of being frozen.

To all to whom these presente may 
come, or whom the same may in any wise 
concern,—GREETING. 


Wee it is in and by the act of the 

Parliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-seventh year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled “An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880," 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-General of Indian Affairs 
may, when he considers it in the public in- 
terest to do so, prohibit by public notice tc 
that effect, the sale, gift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
part thereof,or in the North-West Territo- 
tories or in any tt thereof, of any fixed 
ammunition or ball cartridge; and every 
person who after such notice,without the per- 
mission in writing of the Superintendent 
General, sells or gives, ur, inany other man- 
ner conveys toany Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had : 

Now Know YE that I, the said Right Hono- 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super- 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest so to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
wift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in any 
part thereof of any fixed ammunition or ball 
cartridge is hereby prohibited. and that ey- 
ery person who, after this notice, without 
the permission in writing of the Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs for the 
time being, sells or gives away, or in any 
other manner conveys to any Indian in the 
North-West territories of Canada, or in any 
part thoreof, any fixed ammunition or ball 
cartridge, willincur the penalties provided 
by the said act.

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Claims of Half-Breeds end Original White 
Settlers. Province of Manitoba. 
HEREAS, since the completion of the 
allotment of the 1,400,000 acres of 
land set apart under the Manitoba Act to ex- 
tinguish the Indian title of the Children of 
the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the Province of Manitoba, on the 16th July 
1870, a large number of additional claimants 
have come and some are still coming for- 
ward with the evidence necessary to prove 
that they are children of Half-Breed heads 
of families and were residents in the province 
of Manitoba at the date mentioned. 

And Whereas, the 1,400,000 acres set apart 
under the Manitoba Act as aforesaid have 
been exhausted by such allotment, and by 
Order in Council,dated the 20th of April,1886 
it has been decided to extinguish such ad- 
ditional claims known as ‘Supplementary 
Claims,” by an issue of $240.00 in scrip to 
each Half Breed child entitled. 

And Whereas, by the Act 37 Vic., Cap. 20, 
the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the said Province on the date mentioned, 
and the ‘ Original White Settlers,” and the 
children of such settlers, ag defined in the 
said Act, are each entitled to receive scrip \o
